Fiscal  Court  Holds  First  Reading 
of  2012-2013  Budget

The  Jackson  County  Fiscal  Court  held  their  monthly  meeting  on  Tues¬ 
day,  April  24th,  2012.  The  main  item  on  the  agenda  was  the  first  reading 
of  the  proposed  2012-2013  annual  budget.  The  court  plans  on  meeting  at 
the  beginning  of  next  month  to  finalize  the  budget  after  review.  In  other 
business,  the  court  received  and  approved  the  only  bid  submitted  for  a 
road  slip  at  Foxtown.  King  Crete  submitted  the  bid  and  the  project  will 
cost  approximately  $30,000  to  complete. 

The  court  heard  an  update  on  the  scattered  housing  project  made  pos¬ 
sible  by  the  Community  Block  Development  Grant.  The  project  recently 
finished  the  first  phase  and  the  second  phase  is  currently  still  on  schedule. 

Judy  Schmitt  reported  to  the  court  on  the  Flat  Lick  Falls  project  and 
they  approved  application  for  additional  funding  from  the  Department

In  a  press  release  from  the  Kentucky  House  Republican  Caucus,  Rep¬ 
resentative  Marie  Rader,  R-McKee  (89th  District)  and  Senator  Tom  Jen¬ 
sen,  R-London  (21st  District)  announced  on  Tuesday,  April  24th,  2012 
that  more  than  $850,000  in  funding  has  been  designated  for  Jackson 
County  in  the  recently  passed  2012-14  budget  for  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky.

operating  expenses,  Schaefer  adds.  Usually  these  funds  are 
paid  to  the  estates  of  co-op  members.  When  finances  allow, 
a  general  refund  of  capital  credits  is  paid  by  the  cooperative. 
Jackson  Energy’s  board  of  directors  recently  voted  to  make 
a  general  refund  of  capital  credits  earned  for  calendar  years 
1981  through  1984.  Members  who  purchased  power  from 
Jackson  Energy  during  those  years  will  receive  a  check,  pro¬ 
viding  those  funds  have  not  already  been  paid  to  a  member 
estate. 

The  refund  will  come  as  a  separate  check  mailed  to  the 
member,  and  the  amount  will  vary.  The  majority  of  the  re¬ 
funds  will  range  from  $5  to  $100.  More  than  24,000  checks 
will  be  issued  to  members  in  15  southeastern  Kentucky 
counties.  Checks  will  be  mailed  during  the  week  of  May  1. 

General  retirements  of  capital  credits  up  through  1980 
have  been  paid  to  members  in  earlier  allocations.  The  last 
general  refund  was  2011. 

Jackson  Energy  is  a  not-for-profit  company  which  oper¬ 
ates  on  seven  cooperative  business  principles  -  voluntary 
and  open  membership,  democratic  member  control,  mem¬ 
bers’  economic  participation,  autonomy  and  independence, 
education,  cooperation  among  cooperatives  and  concern  for 
community.

The  funding,  which  is  from  the  coal  severance  fund,  will 
be  directed  through  the  Jackson  County  Fiscal  Court  for  a 
variety  of  projects,  including: 

•  $20,000  over  the  next  two  years  for  equipment  and  reno¬ 
vations  at  the  Annville  Fire  Department.  The  funding  is  in 
addition  to  the  $197,000  secured  by  Rep.  Rader  and  Sen. 
Jensen  in  the  2010-12  budget  for  on-going  renovations. 


•$80,200  in  FY  2012-13  for  water  lines  in  the  Flat  Lick 
area. 

•$50,000  in  FY  2013-14  for  water  lines  in  the  Terrill  Creek 
area. 

•$100,000  in  FY  2013-14  for  construction  of  a  storage 
building,  entrance  and/or  walking  trail  at  Flat  Lick  Park 
•$84,  157  in  FY  2013-14  toward  the  Jackson  County  Vet¬ 
erans  Park. 

This  is  in  addition  to  the  $97,324  secured  by  Rep.  Rader 
and  Sen.  Jensen  in  FY  2011-12. 

Overall  Jackson  County  will  receive  $852,464  in  funding 
over  the  2012-14  budget  for  these  and  other  projects.

State  Budget  for  Public  Schools  Still  Tight

The  State  Biennial  Budget  for  the  upcoming  two  years  will  continue  to  challenge  Ken¬ 
tucky’s  public  school  district  budgets  for  SY  2012-13  and  SY  2013-14.  All  public  school 
districts  will  have  to  continue  to  adjust  for  additional  losses  in  both  state  and  federal  dollars. 
Hiren  Desai,  Associate  Commissioner  with  the  Kentucky  Department  of  Education,  stated 
in  a  state  budget  webinar  on  April  19,  2012  that  the  next  couple  of  years  will  be  tight. 

Support  Education  Excellence  in  Kentucky  (SEEK)  funding  is  Kentucky’s  primary 
source  of  funding  for  its  public  schools.  Jackson  County  Public  Schools  depend  heavily 
on  State  SEEK  money.  Jackson  County  Public  Schools  will  experience  a  loss  of  about 
$162,260  for  the  2012-2013  school-year  in  net  SEEK  dollars. 

Additionally,  there  will  be  a  4.5%  cut  in  most  state  grants  and  all  districts  have  been  cau¬ 
tioned  to  prepare  for  a  pos¬ 
sible  mid-year  cut  of  9.2%  in 
federal  monies. 

In  FY  2009-10  the  net 
SEEK  total  for  Jackson 
County  Public  Schools  was 
$11,790,130.  For  our  next 
school  year  (2012-13)  the 
net  SEEK  total  is  forecast  to 
be  $10,845,554;  a  reduction 
of  $944,576  from  the  2009- 
10  school  year.  Obviously, 
it’s  a  challenge  to  operate 
our  schools  today  on  nearly 
8.0%  LESS  dollars  in  state 
funding  than  was  received  3 
years  ago. 

Despite  the  difficult  situ¬ 
ation  with  state  and  federal 
funding,  Superintendent 
Mike  Smith  is  confident  that 
the  actions  taken  to  decrease 
expenses  and  increase  local 
revenue  have  been  sufficient 
to  keep  our  budget  safe. 
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Methods  of  Kentucky  supports  the  event  by  flying  their  helicopter  to  the  scene  and  staging  a  mock  evacuation.  Donnie 
Gabbard,  Carlos  Gabbard  and  Vernon  Johnson  helped  secured  the  automobiles  for  the  mock  accident.  This  year  the  accident 
involved  two  cars  and  a  tractor-trailer.  Fire  Department  rescue  workers  demonstrated  extraction  techniques  from  the  wreck¬ 
age  and  the  ambulance  service  treated  those  wounded  in  the  mock  accident. 

JCHS  seniors  Neil  Parret,  Jordan  Fox,  Brianna  Horn,  Amber  Caldwell,  Josh  Maggard,  Angel  Johnson,  and  Cody  Morgan 
played  the  roles  of  drivers  and  passengers  involved  in  the  mock  accident.  Jessica  Vansant  played  the  role  of  a  distraught 
mother  that  found  her  daughter  dead  at  the  scene.  Lakes  Funeral  home  also  participated  by  sending  a  coroner  and  a  hearse 
to  pronounce  death  and  remove  the  dead  girl  from  the  scene.  After  the  mock  accident  was  over,  the  participants  were  treated 
to  lunch  by  the  JCHS. 

Each  student  was  encouraged  to  sign  a  promise  statement  provided  by  Promise  Neighborhood  that  proclaimed  their  com¬ 
mitment  to  an  alcohol  and  drug  free  prom  night  because  they  care  about  their  fellow  students,  their  community,  and  them¬ 
selves.

Acts  15:13-35 ,  Epistle  of  James  -  Part  2  of  3 

Self-justification  is  one  of  the  most  common  attributes  of 
human  beings.  It  is  a  strong  personality  of  our  sin  nature. 
God  doesn’t  let  us  go  through  temptations  to  lead  us  to 
sin,  but  rather  to  strengthen  our  faith.  The  novice  converts 
may  have  felt  that  they  wouldn’t  be  in  these  trials  if  not  for 
having  to  leave  the  comfort  of  their  home  to  seek  shelter 
elsewhere  from  Christian  persecution.  Apostle  James 
cleared  up,  what  could  have  become  a  blamable  matter, 
from  the  beginning;  God  tests  our  faith,  not  our  flesh.  It’s 
not  our  flesh  that  has  to  be  strong;  it’s  our  faith  in  the  power 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Selfish  reasons  and  mortal  fear  are  often 
the  reasons  we  end  up  in  an  unpleasant  trial. 

It  was  an  early  time  of  Christianity  and  the  gospel  hadn’t 
extended  to  the  full  degree ,  so  they  were  greatly  surrounded 
by  the  conflicts  of  unmanageable  wealth,  accepted  pagan 
idols,  and  tolerable  sin;  they  would  learn  the  power  to 
abstain  from  it  had  to  come  through  the  indwelling  Holy 
Spirit.

The  Christian  Jews 
went  through  extreme  temptations  during  this  early  stage 
of  Christianity;  however,  it  was  necessary  they  become 
spiritually  mature,  being  complete  with  the  peace  of  God.

Deadline  to  apply 
for  a  Kentucky  elk 
hunt  is  April  30 

The  deadline  to  apply  for  Kentucky's  hunt  of  a  lifetime  is 
fast  approaching. 

Hunters  have  until  midnight  (Eastern  time)  April  30  to  apply 
for  a  Kentucky  elk  hunt.  The  quota  hunt  drawing  for  an  elk 
permit  is  open  to  residents  and  non-residents. 

Last  year,  93  percent  of  bull  elk  hunters  using  a  firearm 
were  successful.  Even  when  using  more  challenging  archery 
equipment,  68  percent  of  hunters  took  their  bull.  Thirty-seven 
percent  of  cow  elk  archery  hunters  were  successful  in  2011, 
but  the  success  rate  climbed  to  73  percent  for  cow  elk  hunters 
using  a  firearm. 

Kentucky  has  more  elk  than  all  the  states  east  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  River  combined.  Hunters  can  select  from  among  four 
different  elk  permits:  Firearms  bull,  archery  bull,  firearms 
cow  elk  or  archery  cow  elk.  While  hunters  may  apply  for  two 
different  permits,  they  can  only  be  drawn  for  one  of  those 
permits.  Each  application  costs  $10. 

Kentucky  Fish  and  Wildlife  will  issue  135  permits  to  hunt  a 
bull  with  a  firearm  through  the  general  quota  hunt  this  season. 
The  department  will  issue  90  bull  archery  permits,  265  cow 
elk  archery  permits  and  410  cow  elk  gun  permits.  A  separate 
youth-only  drawing  will  allow  five  young  hunters  to  take  a 
bull  or  a  cow. 

Hunters  may  only  apply  online.  Visit  the  Kentucky  Fish 
and  Wildlife  website  at  fw.ky.gov  for  more  information  and 
to  apply.

Both  Hands  Foundation  to  help  locals 

On  Saturday,  April  28,  2012,  Jeff  and  Christi  (Spurlock)  Cole,  along  with  a  team  of  vol¬ 
unteers,  will  work  on  the  home  of  Virgie  Lakes,  who  lives  in  Annville. 

Virgie’s  husband,  Jack,  passed  away  in  1998.  Her  children  currently  handle  the  home 
maintenance,  landscaping,  and  repairs,  but  on  April  28,  the  Cole  Both  Hands  team  will  spend 
a  day  painting,  staining,  and  landscaping  for  Mrs.  Lakes  as  part  of  a  project  through  Both 
Hands  Foundation. 

Volunteers  on  this  project  will  not  only  be  blessing  Virgie  by  painting  her  home  and  doing 
some  landscaping,  but  they  will  also  be  raising  funds  to  offset  the  costs  for  the  Cole’s  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  child  from  South  Korea.  Volunteers  are  sponsored  for  a  day  of  labor  much  in  the 
same  way  that  a  5k  marathon  runner  or  golfer  raises  sponsorship  funds  for  a  local  charity. 

Both  Hands  Foundation  is  501(c)3  non-profit  organization  that  was  founded  in  2008.  The 
Nashville-based  foundation  has  a  two-fold  mission  of  serving  widows  in  a  very  practical  way 
in  local  communities  nationwide,  while  raising  funds  to  help  willing  families  adopt  through 
a  partnership  with  Lifesong  for  Orphans. 

Each  project  starts  with  an  adoptive  family.  The  family  recruits  a  team  of  friends  to  work 
on  a  widow’s  house.  In  advance  of  doing  light  repairs,  painting,  de-cluttering,  cleaning,  and 
landscaping,  team  members  ask  family  members  and  friends  to  sponsor  them  for  the  day 
while  they  work  on  the  house.  All  sponsorship  funds  raised  goes  to  help  offset  the  high  cost 
of  adoption.  None  of  the  funds  raised  cover  administrative  costs  of  Both  Hands,  as  that  is 
done  through  private  donors. 

To  date,  Both  Hands  has  raised  over  $1,400,000,  helped  148  widows,  affected  169  orphans, 
enabled  over  3800  people  to  serve  a  widow  in  need  in  their  community,  and  completed  over 
135  projects  just  like  this  one. 

Supplies  for  this  project  have  been  generously  donated  by  Gray  Hawk  Building  Supply. 

The  Coles  began  their  adoption  journey  in  November  2011  and  expect  the  adoption  to  be 
finalized  by  the  end  of  2013.

What  is  the  Kentucky  Circuit  Court  Clerks’  Trust  For  Life? 

-  In  1992,  the  Circuit  Clerks  of  Kentucky  recognized  a  tragedy.  18  people  die  every  day  waiting  for 
an  organ  transplant,  yet  Kentuckians  were  not  aware  of  their  ability  to  save  them. 

-  The  Association  of  Circuit  Court  Clerks  supported  legislation  through  the  Kentucky  General  As¬ 
sembly  that  allows  every  person  obtaining  a  Kentucky  driver’s  license  or  state  ID  an  opportunity  to 
donate  $1.00  to  promote  awareness  about  organ  donation  in  Kentucky.  These  $1  donations  are  put 
into  a  Trust  -  the  Circuit  Court  Clerks’  Trust  For  Life. 

-  The  Trust  For  Life  is  a  501C(3)  non-profit  organization  that  is  dedicated  to  educating  the  state, 
dispelling  myths  and  raising  awareness  about  this  crucial  need. 


What  is  the  need? 

-  More  than  800  children  and  adults  in  Kentucky  are  waiting  for  a  life-saving  transplant. 

-  Over  113,000  people  in  the  United  States  are  on  the  waiting  list. 

-  1 8  people  die  every  day  awaiting  an  organ  transplant. 

-  Every  14  minutes,  someone  is  added  to  the  waiting  list. 

-  In  2010,  approximately  22,000  successful  organ  transplants  were  performed.  It  is  estimated  that 
twice  as  many  could  have  been  performed  if  more  people  donated  organs. 

What  can  be  donated?

*liver  *pancreas  *  small  bowel 

*corneas  /  whole  eyes  *heart  valves  ^vessels

What  is  the  Kentucky  Organ  Donor  Registry? 

-  It  is  a  confidential  and  secure  record  of  people  who,  if  they  can,  want  to  help  others  after  their  death. 
-Everyone  can  join  the  Kentucky  Organ  Donor  Registry  to  save  lives  -  regardless  of  age  or  medical 
history.  Ability  to  actually  donate  organs  is  determined  at  declaration  of  brain  death. 


What  are  some  myths? 

-They  won’t  try  to  save  me.  **FACT:  The  ER  doctors  are  trying  every  way  they  know  how  to  save 
your  life.  They  do  not  know  that  you  are  on  the  Registry. 

-I  can’t  afford  to  be  a  donor.  **FACT:  There  is  absolutely  no  cost  to  your  family  when  you  are 
declared  a  potential  donor. 

-I’m  too  sick,  worn  out  and  old.  **FACT:  The  oldest  donor  to  date  in  KY  was  84.  Everyone  is  a 
possible  candidate  to  save  someone’s  life  or  give  sight. 

How  does  someone  join  Kentucky’s  Organ  Donor  Registry? 

-  The  “orange  donor  dot”  or  signing  your  license  are  not  the  best  ways  to  state  your  wishes  to  help 
others  through  donation.  Place  your  name  on  the  computer  Registry  to  make  your  wishes  known. 

-  Say  YES  at  your  Circuit  Court  Clerk’s  Office  or 
go  online  www.donatelifeky.org.  It’s  easy,  free  and 
will  only  take  a  minute,  but  the  worth  is  priceless.
